of 1949," said Chairman Edwin G. 
Noursc of the president's council 
of economic advisers, "\/e may 
take off some fat, but we shall not 
die and need not really suffer." 
He said "it is not the voice of 


Pollyanna but of business statis- 
tics that says that underlying con- 
ditions are sound and basically fa- 
vorable."

In an address prepared for the 
executive's club of Chicago on "fhe 
gentle art of disinflation," Nourse 
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summarized the 
look as follows:

Secretary Bevin said today 
the 


North Atlantic defense alliance is 
"one of the greatest steps towards 
world peace and security" since 
the war. 
;• He told parliament the projected 
treaty is "a purely defensive ar- 
rangement for the common security 
of the countries who join it." The 
accord would link the United States 
and Canada to the western Euro- 
pean countries in a mutual assist- 
ance'arrangemnet under the United 
Nations charter. 


"It is not directed against any- 
one," Bevin said. "I think we can 
say this 
agreement 
marks 
the 
opening of a new era of co-opera- 
tion and understanding." 


Russia and the Communist coun- 


,jTies she dominates have opposed 
the accord with ardor. Russia has 
a' similar but more binding net- 
work of treaties with Poland, Hun- 
gary, .Romania, Bulgaria and Yu- 
goslavia.

Washington, March 13 —Up)— A 
sharp split over 
rents 
between 


house members representing city 
districts 
and 
those 
from 
rural 
areas raised a little uncertainty to- 
day over the future of farm legis- 
lation. 


In the house gight on rent con- 
trols, many rural district members 
voted for amendments which their 
city colleagues contended would 
weaken controls in crowded cities. 


There was much private talk of 
possible "reprisals." 


Chairman Cooley (D-NC) of the 
house agriculture 
committc said 
"I have hoard no threats, but sev- 
eral members have taken occasion 
to tell me that they thought the 
rural members should have gone 
along" with the city members for a 
stronger rent control bill. 


"But I don't think there will be 
any reprisals," Cooley said. "And 
if there are reprisals I don't think 
they could be justified or warranted 
in any way." 


The house soon will consider leg- 
islation setting fut'ire policy for 
farm price supports, and 
other 
measures vital to rural areas. 
Hep. Pace (D-Ga), a house farm 


leader, sounded an indirect warn- 
ing to other members from rural 
;u-cas during the rent debate. He 
said: 


"I am sure, then, that those of 
us who serve farm districts will 
not be wanting in sympathy and 
understanding of 
the 
problems 


faced today by those who serve 
our great city districts. 


"I am sure we will not be un-

consume the products of the farm."

These are properties of 
the material and religious institu- 
tion of which his eminence is the 
secular head as well as the spiritu- 
al leader. He was, therefore, the 


employer" in the case which pres- 


ently came to a crisis with 1,000 
bodies accumulated in rude and 
temporary 
sepulture. 


The men had demanded an in- 


crease in pay which the employer 
thought excessive, and 
although 


the gravediggers with only a few 
exceptions were 
Catholics, 
they 


struck and posted pickets at the 
gates. At last, Cardinal Spellman 
called on 100 young seminarians to 
dig graves and break strike and he 
himself, in person, 
crossed 
the 


picket line to encourage his vol- 
unteer sextons and console 
the 
bereft. 


The 
Cardinal's 
pursuers — 


clerics, to be sure, but business 
men of large affairs as well —had 
refused to met the raise, a com- 
mon response of employers in such 
cases. But his eminence also ac- 
cused the parent union, which em- 
braced local 193 of the cemetery 
workers, of Communist "domina- 


OI?' ,. and refused to have truck 
w't« his misled children until they 
should elect or otherwise acquire 
new "bargaining 
agents." 


.Now this has been the wan de- 
sire of many a man and firm in 
private commerce who found Com- 
munists or fellow travelers across 
the council-table — usually grim 
and hateful strangers to the boss 
and to most of the help as well. 
Under C. I. p. unionism, it has 
been the practice from the bloody 
days of 1937 to import the most 
implacable and quarrelsome nego- 
itants. 
fellows 
unknown 
to 


the workers in the shop or to any- 
one else in town except, perhaps 
the resident agent of the F. B I 
to heckle, harass and threaten the 
management. 


The employers, 
however, were 
deterred from calling them Com- 
munists or even party-liners 
by 


several considerations.'If they did 
they might be sued enormously for 
slander or libel, a common meth- 
od of intimidation which not only 
puts the boss to great expense for 
lawyers but complicates the issues 
Ta the days when Nathan Witt, of 
Harvard law, of course, and 
a 


Frankfurter plant, of course, was 
running the labor relations board 
it was most imprudent of an em- 
ployer to crack wise against Com- 
munists, as you may well under- 
stand since Witt's recent 
refusal 


to say on oath whether or not he 
ever was a member of the party 
Bob Stripling, the later "chief in- 
vestigator of the committee on un- 
American activities, informed me 
that the committee 
would 
have 


taken vigorous action under 
ap- 


propriate statutes had this Happy 
Hot Dog elected to deny that he 
ever was. 


The boss also understood that if 


he spoke unkindly of Communists 
he would be charged with "intimi- 
dating ' his employes by putting 
in 
their 
minds 
the 
troubling 


thought that they were following^ 
disloyal leaders. And, finally, but 
by no means least, the boss could 
expect to be curried and grilled 
by hot-eyed agents of Henry Mor- 
genthau's income tax division for 
three years back. 


So, altogether, :•. Cardinal . Spell-, 


man claimed a 
privilege 
which 


many 
another citixcn has 
been 


denied when he not only accused 
his workers' union of Communist 
"domination" but flatly 
'said he 


wouldn't resume negotiations until 
they had "disaffiliated" and made 
a new connection. 


In today's state of affairs, this 


was a shocking innovation. Em- 
ployers simply are not allowed to 
reject the "bargaining agents" who 
claim to represent their help and 
I beg the liberty of congratulating 
his eminence on having got away 
with something. 


This may bo a landmark along 


a new "trend" in unionism, par- 
ticularly in the C.I.O. which has 
got religion good and is now run- 
ning the Reds ragged in joyous con- 
tempt of its old handbooks for am- 
bitious rioters, leg-breakers 
and 


windshield busters. 


These gravediggers belong to a 


parent C.I.O. union called the food, 
tobacco and agricultural workers.
